(whose laurels, as Andrew Lang wrote, 
are guarded under the wings of Renown) 
was treasuréd by his descendants.

UNUSUAL NAMES. 


FRESH ARTISTS AND 
UNFAMILIAR MUSIC. 


The Brunswick Company is undertaking a 
hig development of its business in various 
directions, but hitherto, I think I am right 
in saying, it has done no recording on any 
great scale in England. It has, however, 
arrangements with allied companies in 
America and on the Continent under which it 
is enabled to manufacture and distribute 
records ‘‘ taken ” by those companies. In 
that way recent Brunswick prodacts, in 
which the process called by the firm the 
‘electrical light ray” method gives good 
results, present to the public artistes and 
music not encountered in more familiar series 
of records. It is a feather in the Brunswick 
eap to have secured, for instance, a record of 
the great piano virtuoso, Leopold Godowsky 
—a good record, too, delivering (as not 
always happens) proper pianoforte tone on an 
ordinary gramaphone without special gadgets 
for the purpose. Godowsky is recorded on 
" ‘adel disc, having on one side the he: 
lar Rachmaninoff Prelude, and on the ot er 
two Chopin studies—The “ Black Key’’ anil 
the “ Butterfly.” 

LEOPOLD GODOWSKY. — 

This record has special value in that 
Godowsky is a noted exponent of Chopin's 
studies. Not only does he play them inimi- 
tably as the result of his particular devotion 
to them for many years past; he has shown 
his concern for these works further by writ- 
ing a set of fifty studies on the studies. 
These, one learns, are really original com- 
positions, not mere transcriptions, and are 
full of merit. Godowsky, who in 1914 was 
professor in the ‘‘ Master-school ’’ of piano: 
forte playing—the Akademie der Tonkunsi at 
Vienna—was in America when war broke out, 
and he settled in San Francisco, where he 
has since pursued his art as virtuoso and 
teacher. He has had a wonderful career. 
The son of a physician in Vilna, Poland, 
he is said to have displayed signs of rare 
musical aptitude at the age of three, and at 
the age of nine he was already touring as a 
musical prodigy. A few years later the gene- 
rous interest of a ng “No banker enabled 
him to take lessons from foremost masters 
at Berlin, and in 1884, when he was four- 
teen years of age, he made the first of a 
number of American tours. 

NEW SOPRANO. 

Another of the Brunswick captures, on the 
other hand, is an artiste whose name is not 
widely known—a difficult name, too: Felicie 
Huni-Mihacsek. She is a soprano coloratura 
singer, not glitteringly brilliant, like those 
of the Italian school, but lightly agile, with 
a certain warm and delicate beauty of tone, 
such as Melha’s in her best period. My copy 
of he first. Brunswick record arrived, unfor- 
tunately, broken, but trial of the remnant gave 
me a highly favourable opinion of her singing. 
I enjoyed it all the more in that she is heard 
in music that we never get from concert 
artistes here or in the standard record lists.

FOR THE PORTABLE. 

With regard to the Brunswick records of 
dance music, | noted chiefly that they are 
extraordinarily light in weight and thin, and 
thus particularly useful in loading fer use 
with a portable gramaphone. With these was 
a record of songs by Alice Morley, an 
artiste who is said to he the attraction in the 
London production of “ Hit the Deck.’’ The 
songs, and the singing, I thought ugly and 
repulsive.

LECTURE ON PLAIN SONG. 

With the aid of beautifully-rendered 
selections by boys trom the Corpus Christi 
Choir, Drumcondra, the Rev. John Burke, 
S.J.. Dean, University College, Dublin, 
delivered a most interesting address on 
“Plain Song ” at the. opening meeting of the 
Leinster Society of Orgamsts and Choir: 
masters, in the Royal Irish Academy of Music, 
Dublin, last Saturday. The lecturer said that 
the number of people who took an interest 
in plain song was continually increasing 
The Anglicans, he said, were the first to 
hestir themselves in the matter of its revival 
when the Plain Song Medieval Society was 
formed. and in 1895 the society published an 
excellent manual called ' The Elements of 
Plain Song.” 

The first impression produced by plain song 
was one of unfamiliarity. Its tonality 
differed from modern tonality. There was a 
difference in the rythm, or an abseuée” of 
rythm, The musician might give up Attempt 
ing to find anything notable in plain song; as 
the Church deliberately chose unmusical song 
to guard the faithful from the dangers of 
indulging the senses. Plain song, neverthe- 
less, was a manifestation of the beautiful, and 
the Church, though producing songs in a 
different way from modern musicians, knew 
how to take possession of their faculties in 
order to direct them towards their Creator. 


CHURCH MUSIC. 


Discussion of this question of Church music 
had been much before the world, the discus- 
sions taking place not only among specialists, 
but the general public. It sh be useful to 
bring out, as far as possible, the art of 
musical prayer. First they wanted an 
adequate test of Church music. They had 
been too long content to. make music the 
Alpha and Omega of such a test. That 
method, he said, was absolutely imadequate. 
Unless prayer and the song rose to heaven 
in a “spiritual groaning,’ unless they became 
one in a marriage of the spirit their associa- 
tion was an offence, both artistic and 
devotionally, That was the test of a musical 
composition for prayer in any Christian 
Church, 

In opera they recognised the same principle. 
There the law of the drama was the law of 
music. 

Mr, T. Weaving, organist, Christ Church 
Cathedral, who presided, said that he had 
never realised there was so much rythm in 
plain song, except at Westminster Cathedral. 
He spoke hiebly of the excellent way in 
which the boys’ choir rendered its selections. 

A vote of thanks was then conveyed to 
Miss Coade for her organ solo, Prelude in 
D Minor; and also to Mr. H. Victor Love, 
Mus.B., for his playing of Chopin’s Scherzo 
in B Flat Minor on the piano. 

Mr. George Harrison, Hon. Secretary, 
brought before the meeting the desirability of 
organists becoming members of the society.

A GOOD BEGINNING. 

Dublin Broadcasting Station (2RN) has 
organised .a Symphony Orchestra, and last 
Saturday night an _ orchestral concert— 
declared in advance to be an experiment— 
was sig in the Metropolitan Hall, Dublin, 
People were admitted to the hall at a 
small charge, and the audience helped to 
make the concert. This it did hy hearty 
singing of songs and choruses. 

Members of the Civil Service Choir were 
on the platform to give a foundation to the 
vocal mass, but in the main body of the hall 
there was at least as much good vocal materia! 
and intelligence as there was on the plat- 
form. From what I heard in one patt Of the 
hall it was plain that some old choristers were 
exercising their. vocal chords with great 
gusto. Orchestral accompaniment for the 
opening chorus, ‘‘ Let Erin Remember,’’ and 
for the hymn, ‘‘ Adeste Fideles,’’ which came 
later, helped to give colour to the music and 
confidence to the crowd; but that the 
audience was thoroughly in singing humour 
was proved at the end, when ''Coekles and 
Mussels.’’ *‘ The Dear Little Shamrock,”’ and 
“The Harp that Once,” all went well with 
only pianoforte accompaniment. 

Incidental parts of the concert were the 
singing of Irish Songs (in Gaelic) by Mr. 
Seamus O’Clandilluin, the playing of trish 
airs on the violin by Mr, Arthur Darley, and 
songs with orchestra by Mr. Glyn Eastman. 
who found “ Young Dietrich ” too heavy for 
him, but sang nicely in a Bellini aria and in 
‘Deh Vieni.” 

The orchestra’s own 
which was introduced by a helpful and en- 
tertaining commentary, delivered by Mr. 
Harold R. White, was light, being designed. 
no doubt, to give novices an easy entrance 
to understanding of the orchestral music. It 
comprised Weber's Overture to ‘‘ Eury- 
anthe,” Beethoven's First Symphony, Salle 
Saens’ symphonic poem, ‘ Danse Macabre,”’ 
and Rossini’s ballet music, “La Bouti-:ve 
Fantasque,”’ as re-orchestrated by tise 
Italian composer, Respighi.

UNSETTLED. 


SOME GOOD AND BAD POINTS. 


MARCONI AND THE CABLE COMPANIES.

Last week's Stock Exchange record was a 
mixture of good and bad points. The former 
included the sustained firmness of investment 
securities in face of the flood of new capital 
issues, though many of the latter were 
scarcely of a character to compete with 5 per 
cent.

According to tradition, the 
relics of St. James lie at Compostella in 
North-West Spain, where he is supposed 
to have laboured in his life-time. As 
every reader of history knows, the pilgrim- 
age to Santiago de Compostella bulked 
almost as large in medieval life as that 
to the Holy Land. To this day traditions 
survive in Dublin of the ship-loads of 
pilgrims who used to sail ‘from a quay 
adjacent to what now is called Townsend 
street, but retained the name of Lazar’s 
hill until about one hundred years ago. 
As a souvenir of their journey, pilgrims 
used to bring home the escallop shells that 
were found plentifully in Galicia. It is 
suggested that the shells collected by the 
street children of London about the season 
of St. James’s Day are a survival of 
medieval habit of holding out shells for 
the collection of money to assist would-be 
pilgrims. One correspondent of the 
Sunday Times declares that '“ in Roman 
Catholic neighbourhoods this custom is 
more rife’’ than elsewhere, although it is 
remarked that‘it is unknown in Ireland. 
The pilgrimage still is practised by some 
folk in Continental lands; but the collec- 
tion is made in London by children who 
do not know of its very existence.

EXCLUSION OF WOMEN. 

On November 17th Miss Louie Bennett, on 
behalf of the Irish Women Workers’ Union, 
sent a letter to the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce expressing surprise and concern at 
the fact that no woman had been appointed 
on the committee set up by the Gevernment 
to consider what steps should be taken to 
1elieve unempioyment, and urging that the 
committee should include at least two women 
—one to represent rural and the other urban 
interests. 

On the 21st November the Minister’s Secre 
tary wrote st ting that the suggestion had 
been made that the interests of the unem- 
ployed women might best be served by the 
appointment of a woman on the committee, 
Sut. the Government had aecided that the 
ecmmittee should not be chosen with a view 
to giving representation to different sections 
of the unemployed but that there should be 
selected persons with an intimate knowledge 
of not alone labour but general conditions in 
the couniry. A committee selected in this 
way would, it was felt, be able to give ade- 
quate consideration to the problem of unem- 
ployment as it affa*ts women.’ ‘ 

Miss Bennett on November 25th sent a 
letter to the Minister’ stating that 
her committee had instructed her 
fo convey to him their deep  indigna- 
tion “ at this matter.’’ The letter added 
“They reiterate their conviction that ‘the 
problem of er as it affects womea 
cannot receive adequate consideration from a 
Committtee which lacks the point of view of 
women as such on a subject of even more 
vital concern to them than to the men, and 
lacks also the specialised knowledge and in- 
terest which only a woman could give to .the 
problem of unemployment as it affect women. 

““-I am also to add that my Committee are 
extremely indignant at the implication con- 
tainea in your letter that no wopfan can be 
found in Ireland who has asy’ intimate a 
knowledge of general conditions in the 
country as the men now selected for the 
Unemployment Committee. My Committee 
assert that such a point of view certainly 
betrays a strangely inadequate knowledge on 
the part of the Government of the intellec- 
tual resources.of this country.

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Shakespeare in lreland. 


Wherefore are these things hid? Wherefore 

have these gifts a curtain before ‘em’ 
—Sirn Topsy BELCH. 

Many readers will learn with surprise 
that Shakespeare is being played almost 
continuously in Irish country towns, and 
steadily drawing large audiences. Mr. 
Anew McMaster, an Armagh man and 
the leader of the gompany, told our corre- 
spondent that recently houses of 600 
persons a night attended his performances 
for a week in a western country town with 
a population of only 5,000 persons. He 
finds that a very different class in Ireland 
attends Shakespearean plays from that 
which attends them in England. Instead 
of audiences made up of the strictly inte!- 
lectua] ranks of society and school and 
college students, it is the Irish '' man-in- 
the-street ” who throngs to ‘‘ Hamlet’’ and 
“Othello.’” In  TIreland, apparently, 
Shakespeare to-day makes the same appeal 
that he made in London when he was 
contriving his lively spectacles and tragic 
scenes, weaving into them for his own 
delight a poetry that waited two centuries 
for its annotators and exponents. Down 
to the middle of the last century, indeed, 
Shakespeare could draw big audiences of 
artisans in London ; for book-learning had 
not staled his plots, and men still went to 
the theatre to wonder, as they watched the 
impassioned unfolding of Hamlet’s fate, 
how it all would end. Beerbohm Tree's 
‘Hamlet’? was praised with the saying 
that it was funny without being vulgar. 
The same description could be applied 
appropriately to all too many productions 
of Shakespeare’s tragedies. We have seen 
the plays turned into pageants and made 
to appeal by every ruse save their own 
merits. Shakespeare’s plays when staged 
ought to be played as plays, with the 
freedom in ‘‘cuts’’ and re-arrangement of 
scenes that Shakespeare himself, a pro- 
ducer before he was a dramatist, would 
practise. A living Shakespearean drama, 
as distinct from academic readings of the 
poetry, has an immortal power to charm 
even the common man.

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DUBLIN SCHOOL OF THE. BALLET 


A lecture on ‘ The History and Art of the 
Ballet ” was given in the Peacock Theatre, 
Dublin, on Saturday afternoon by Mademoi- 
selle Ninette de Valois, a young lady 
originally from Blessington, County Wick- 
low, who has been a leading member of 
world-known troupes of ballet dancers, 
Russian and French, in recent years.

The Soviet Government declares also 
that it has drawn the attention of 
Lithuania to the necessity of avoiding any 
aggravation of the situation, and ex- 
presses the conviction that the question 
under dispute ‘can be solved by purely 
pacific means. 

Soviet opinion is particularly concerned 
over the uncontradicted statements in the 
Polish Press, that the Polish Government 
has decided “radically to cut the knot 
of Polish-Lithuanian relations.’’ Declaring 
that it is especially interested in the 
maintenance of peace in Eastern Europe, 
the Soviet Government says that it feels 
compelled to draw the attention of the 
Polish Government to the immense danger 
arising from any eventual attack by any 
country upon Lithuania’s independence 
in whatever form.

HUNTING FIELD 
DEATH. 


LORD DERBY LOSES 
HISONLY DAUGHTER 


Lady Victoria Bullock, only daughter of 
Lord Derby, who was severely injured 
while hunting with the Quorn Hunt on 
Friday, died at Lowesby Hall shortly 
after three o'clock on Saturday afternoon. 
Her skull was fractured by the accident, 
and she did not recover consciousness. 
The Coroner's jury, at the inquest on 
Saturday night, returned a verdict of 
accidental death, : 

Lady Victoria Bullock was married to 
Captain Malcolm Bullock, M.P. for the 
Waterloo Division of Liverpool, in 1919. 
Her first husband was the Right Hon. 
Neil Primrose, who was killed in the war. 

No one saw the accident to Lady 
Victoria. Lord Stanley, M.P., her brother, 
who was riding in the hunt, saw a rider- 


diately recognised it as his sister’s. He 
rode back and found Lady Victoria lying 
unconscious and bleeding from the head 
under an accommodation bridge which 
runs under the London and North-Eastern 
Railway line near Lowesby Station. 

Several members of the hunt had passed 
under the bridge in front of Lady Victoria, 
and they rode on into the Tilton country 
without knowing anything of the accident. 
The bridge is a low structure, and, in 
order to pass under it, the members of 
the hunt were forced to sit low over their 
horses. Huntsmen avoid the bridge if 
possible because of the difficulty of passing 
under it at the gallop. 


LORD DERBY FLIES HOME. 

Lord Stanley got assistance in the 
village, and took his sister back to 
Lowesby Hall, about two miles away, 
where she had been staying as the guest 
of the Marquis and Marchioness of Bland- 
ford. Lord Derby, who was abroad, was 
sent for, and he reached London by air 
from Paris on Saturday,immediately taking 
train to Leicester. Other members of the 
family and Lady Victoria’s husband. 
Captain Malcolm Bullock, M.P., were 
sent for. Lord Dawson of Penn, the 
King’s physician, was summoned by tele- 
gram from London. : 

The Prince of Wales, Prince Henry and 
the Maharanee of Cooch Behar were also 
hunting with the Quorn at the time of the 
accident, but they had all passed on and 
did not learn what had happened until 
the hunt had broken up. 

INQUEST AND VERDICT. 

With only three witnesses and the police 
present, the Melton Mowbray Coroner held 
an inquest on Saturday night at Lowesby 
Hall, the Leicestershire seat of the 
Marquis and Marchioness of Blandford. 
on Lady Victoria Bullock. 

Lord Stanley, her brother, described 
how he found Lady Bullock’s horse 
running loose and his sister lying un- 
conscious near a very low iron girder raii- 
way arch. Her horse was seventeen hands 
high, and, in his opinion, his sister struck 
her head against the arch when ridiny

Medical evidence bore out this theory of 
the accident.

AMERICAN SALE.

A copy of Mr. Rudyard Kipling’s “ The 
Smith Administration,’ printed at 
Allahabad in 1891, was sold by auction 
here yesterday at the Anderson Galleries 
for $14,000 (£2,800), said to be the highest 
price ever paid for a book by a living 
writer, , The purchasers were the Rosen- 
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bach Company. 

The copy, which includes autograph 
letters by Mr. and Mrs. Kipling relating 
to the book, is one of the few remaining 
from the three thousand copies originally 
printed, most of which were destroyed in 
connection with the copyright question. 

A copy of “ Echoes,’’ by Mr. Kipling, 
published in Lahore in 1884, was bought 
by the Rosenbach Company for 86,000 
(£1,200). 

An unpublished letter by Keats, with 
the first Jour stanzas of the “Son of 
Sorrow,’ was bought for $6,600 (£1,320), 
and an original water-colour drawing by 
William Blake for $6,100 (£1,220). The 
first copy of the first subscribers’ edition 
of Colonel Lawrence's “Seven Pillars of 
Wisdom ” to be offered by auction fetched 
$2,500 (£500).

ATTEMPTED ASSASSINA- 
TION IN VIENNA, 

(OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 

,: VIENNA, Sunday. 

An attempt to assassinate the Socialist 
Mayor of Vienna, Karl Seitz, was made 
last night. The Burgomaster, who has 
been the centre of a big political agitation 
ever since the revolution in July, when 
armed illegal organisations throughout the 
country broke the general strike, escaped 
by the aid of a motor car. 

The would-be assassin, who later made 
a complete confession of his attempted 
crime, was Richard Strebinger, aged 23, 
who recently was engaged as a “ super "" at 
Reinhardt’s Theatre at Salzburg. The 
Burgomaster had just delivered an address 
at the opening ceremony of the First 
“Snow Palace’’ in Central Europe, 
erected on the site of the old North-West 
railway station. 

Strebinger declares that he 
joined the Monarchist military organisa- 
tion, and applied to the Burgomaster for 
work, but was refused. 

Burgomaster Sietz stated that he had 
gone about twenty steps from the Snow 
Palace in his motor car. 

“I heard a crack like a tyre bursting, 
or a motor cycle back-firing. I looked 
through the back window of the car to see 
what was happening, when I heard a 
second detonation, and I suddenly realised 
that someone was firing a revolver, pre- 
sumably at myself. I immediately threw 
myself to the bottom of the car. One of 
the following shots penetrated the window. 
near which I had just sat. 

“ At the same moment both doors of the 
motor car, which was still running, were 
thrown open and two police inspectors 
jumped in and attempted to. cover me 
with their bodies. I would not allow this, 
and jumped up, saying ‘Please abstain.’ 
More shots were fired. I did not know 
then, but I do know now, that they were 
fired by the police as a warning. I 
ordered the chauffeur to drive fast and got 
away. -

GREYHOUND RACING 
SIDELIGHTS.

A number of dead greyhounds have 
come to life, apparently as a result oí the 
demand for this breed, created by the 
popularity of the electric hare. Every 
dog which races on the track must be 
registered as in the Stud Book, and this 
has led to hundreds of greyhounds being 
exported with bogus pedigrees. 

The registration form of the Irish 
Coursing Club has been copied, and the 
false forms offered for sale, while a brisk 
trade is being done in the sale of regis- 
tration forms describing dogs which have 
died or bee discarded. Pedigrees 
actually are advertised for sale in the 
newspapers, and many an inferior animal 
is sailing under the colours of the de- 
parted great. 


INJURY TO IRISH GREYHOUND 
BREEDING. 

In these circumstances, the Stud Book 
is not likely to be of much use to the 
greyhound breeder. Those who are 
breeding the dogs solely for sale and 
export are delighted with the demand 
which the new sport has opened up.

Every year November the grey lars 
boulevards are transformed into a flower- 
garden hy crowds of merry, dancing gitls 
dressed in the gayest of carnival clothes, and 
wearing an elaborate lace or tulle bonnet, into 
which is saucily stuck a sprig of orange 
blossom. The reason for this carnival spirit 
is the feast of St. Catherine, the traditional 
holiday of the Paris midinette. - saint 
Catherine of Alexandria is the patron samt 
of girls pf marriageable age, on account of 
the legend according to which she dreamed 
that Christ handed her a ring. 

The tradition must be of ancient origin, for 
as long ago as 1562 a wheel symbolising St. 
Catherine's martyrdom existed at Bourges, 
inscr’Led with the words: ‘‘ When this wheel 
turns he whom I love will love me.” As for 
the bonnets, they oprigiiated in another 
custom connected with St. Catherine. The 
stataes of the saint in churches used to he 
shown with a hor~et, made of lace or silk, 
on the head, and once a year, on the /é€e 
day of St. C‘herine, a young unmarried 
woman who had rached the age of 25 that 
year was given the task of changing the 
bonngt. Hence the expression ''coifler Ste, 
Catherine,” which nowadays means {to reach 
the age of 25 without marrying. 

The religious and secular sides of the /¢te 
were both whole-heartedly observed by che 
midinettes, to whom the day particularly 
belongs. They attended in large numbers 
the special Service in the Church of Notre 
Dame de Bonne Nouvelle, where stands @ 
statue of St. Catherine, and where Cardinal 
Dubois officiated.
